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FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


Park Commissioners of the Town of Hopedale. 


During the past year the largest single item of expense 
has been the general cure and keeping up of the playground 
and Ballou lot. An additional tennis court has been laid out 
on the playground, and new outfits for tennis and baseball 
purchased, it having been found that with the great amount 
of use one season thoroughly disposes of most of this material. 
A dozen additional seats have been bought for the playground, 
also a faucet for drinking water supplied to the premises. 
Owing to the defacement of the turf by a pathway across the 
north end of the playground, it was found advisable to close 
the entrance near the northerly end of Northrop street. 

The old brookway between Dutcher street and the pond 
has been covered in by a very substantial and permanent 
stone drain, at a considerable expense. 

Field Day observances, August 16th, passed off success- 
fully and consumed nearly the whole day in completing the 
programme. Most of the games and sports were held on the 
Park playground, and in fact such an occasion would have 
been impossible in Hopedale without the advantages afforded 
by our Park system. The illustrations in connection with 
this report give a little idea of the number of people in 
attendance on that date. 

Owing to the difficulty of having the work in process prop- 
erly accomplished, we have found it desirable to engage a work- 
ing superintendent to look after whatever may be in process, 
and have secured for that purpose Mr. Fred A. Smith of Lynn, 
Mass., a graduate of the Massachusetts Agricultural College, 
and a man of several years’ practical experience. During the 
cold weather his time has been mostly employed in thinning 
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out trees at the northerly end of the Park land. He has also 
started a nursery for small trees and shrubs, raised from cut- 
tings and seeds, from which later on to either replenish our 
own territory or for use in exchange with or for sale to other 
places. 

The plans of our entire Park system, which have been in 
process since the original lay-out of the Park in 1899, are no w 
substantially completed, and in next year’s report we shall ex- 
pect to give illustrations of improvements that can be made 
by the town whenever they see fit to take the matter up and 
appropriate money for the purpose. 

Mr. Smith has been appointed a police officer and forest 
fireward, which will give him authority in case of fire in Park 
territory, and enable him to make arrests in case of violation 
of the law on the premises. 

The road commissioners have removed the stone crusher 
and most of the crushed stone from the southerly end of the 
Park, and we hope the coming season to do something towards: 
putting this part of our territory in condition where it will 
both look much better and be of more use to the public. 

A small building donated by the Draper Company has 
been moved to tbe northerly end of the premises, and has 
been placed in position where it ean be used by men who may 
be at work in that section during bad weather, and will also 
make a storehouse for such tools as are needed in connection 
therewith. | 

We have again been unfortunate in the loss of our senior 
counsel in the suit of Henry L. Patrick against the town of 
Hopedale. Hon. Hosea M. Knowlton, whom we retained after 
the death of Mr. Frank P. Goulding, died before the case 
could come to trial. We shall do everything possible to have 
this suit tried and definitely settled at the next term of court. 

We recommend an appropriation of $2,500 for the coming 
year.

Extract from the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, Vol. I., 
Chap. 20. 

Srction 3. Physicians and midwives shall on or before 
the fifth day of each month report to the clerk of each city or 
town a correct list of all children born therein during the pre- 
ceding month at whose birth they were present, stating the 
date and place of each birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, and the name, place of birth, and residence of 
the parents, the maiden name of the mother, and the occupa- 
tion of the father. If the child is illegitimate, the name of, 
and other facts relating to, the father shall not be stated, ex- 
cept at the request in writing of both father and mother, filed | 
with the return. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, which shall be 
paid by the city or town where the report is made, upon pre- 
sentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the 
city or town clerk, stating that said births have been properly 
reported to him. A physician or midwife who neglects to re- 
port such list on or before the fifteenth day of the month 
shall for each offence forfeit not more than twenty-five dol- 
lars. 

Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the city or town in which such child is born.

This report includes all bills belonging to the year 1902, 
with exception of fuel, which was contracted for but not de- 
livered in the usual quantity, leaving thereby an unexpended 
balance of between four and five hundred dollars. If we had 
had in our bins the usual amount at this time of the year, it 
would have taken up this balance. 

The most important change in the way of school man- 
agement the past season is that in the office of superinten- 
dent. Mr. Elmer E. Sherman, who came here in 1894, and 
who was unanimously re-elected at the regular meeting of the 
joint committee in April, 1902, later in the season received an 
appointment in a larger place, with the added advantage of 
being connected with but one town. As the new position ap- 
peared to be to Mr. Sherman’s advantage, our joint committee 
accepted his resignation, to take effect at the end of the spring 
term. During the eight years that the schools were under 
Mr. Sherman’s charge they made much progress, and all of 
the towns in the district regretted his resignation. 

Mr. Herbert F. Taylor of Watertown was elected to fill 
the vacancy, and assumed charge of the schools with the 
fall term’in September. Mr. Taylor is a graduate of Dart- 
mouth College, and has had several years’ experience in teach- 
ing schools of all grades. We call attention to his report, in- 
cluding various statistics in regard to the year just closed. 

Mr. Myron J. Bigelow having removed from Hopedale, 
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left a vacancy in the membership of the school committee, 
which was filled by the election of Mr. Howard W. Bracken, 
who was chosen chairman of the committee. 


After looking over the situation very carefully it was 
deemed for the best interests of the schools as a whole to send 
the 9th grade to the high school building last September, 
rather than open another room in the old grammar building. 
This again gives the high school building four grades, and 
also carries the number up to the full seating capacity of the 
room. It is, therefore, more than doubtful about being able 
to continue this arrangement next year, and in any event it 
would be discontinued a year later, when the fourth class on 
high school work again comes along. 


With the additional tenements under process of construc- 
tion by the Draper Company, there will be by next spring or 
summer at the latest over twenty additional families in the 
town, compared with a year ago, and it is fair to presume that 
this will increase the number of school children to some ex- 
tent. 


There has been an increase in the number of children 
transported from the south end of the town, calling for use of 
a larger carriage, and as about one-half now attend the high 
school building it is necessary to make an additional trip, so 
that the cost per annum will be considerably more than dur- 
ing the previous year. 

We recommend for the year 1903 an appropriation of 
$14,000, this to include transportation of children in the high 
school and upper grammar grades from South Hopedale, con- 
tinuation of the kindergarten, and all other regular school ex- 
penses.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, 


To TtuE ScHoot ComMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


I herewith submit the ninth annual report of the superin- 
tendent of schools, and the first of the present incumbent. 


When taking up the work in September, I found your 
schools in excellent condition, so that the problem thus far 
has been to maintain the high standard set by my predecessor, 
_ rather than to introduce innovations. 


It seems to me improvement will come along two lines ; 
first, a closer,correlation in the work now being done, and _ sec- 
ond, the introduction and development of manual training. 


Correlation is secured not by a re-arrangement of the 
course of study, but by a more intelligent interpretation of the 
one inuse. The thoughtful teacher should see, while prepar- 
ing each day’s work, points of contact where knowledge pre- 
viously acquired in some other subject may be utilized in em- 
phasizing the one in hand. 


The pupil should be taught to appreciate the inter- 
relation of the studies, so that his knowledge shall resemble a 
beautiful fabric. There may be many colors, but they should 
be woven in one piece, not patched. 


Improvement in the public schools of America will come, 
not by adding new studies to a curriculum already full, but 
from factors expressed in Mr. Frank A. Hill’s last report. He 
says, discussing “True Relief for the Schools,” “The true relief 
is found in a better grasp of the development ideal by teachers 
and the school authorities; in a wider scholarship and culture 
for teachers; in schemes of study that involve, for pupils, less 
of quantity and more of activity, concentration, drill and_ re- 
flection ; less of isolated and unrelated facts, and more of the 
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sort of work that unlocks underlying principles; less of 
teachers’ talking, and more of pupils’ working.” 

Certainly no subject emphasizes the doing or working, as 
does manual training. By manual training I do not mean 
sloyd, or the woodworking from models, but the highest form 
of manual training which puts into form conceptions of the 
brain, and which takes into account the needs, desires and 
tastes of each individual. 

This kind of manual training would be particularly desira- 
ble for Hopedale; first, because of its educational value, as it 
develops a side of the pupil left undeveloped by the other 
studies, and education means the development of the whole 
man. It would also be of direct value to the large number 
of boys who leave school early to go to work. The ability to 
make and read mechanical drawings, and to manipulate tools, 
would add to their wage-earning capacity, and secure more 
rapid promotion, both tending to make them more desirable 
citizens. It would help those who made no direct use 
of it in their life work to appreciate and sympathize with 
their fellowmen, most of whom must ever b3 employed in me- 
chanical pursuits. This sympathy will help in the solution of 
the great industrial and economic problems to be solved by 
our boys and girls. 

As all mechanical processes make use of drawing, it is feasi- 
ble to combine the manual training and the drawing under 
one special instructor. This is desirable on account of its 
economy in salary, and in the time of the student. 


It is my purpose to submit for your consideration a course 
in literature for the upper grades, which shall be simply a re- 
arrangement of the reading material, in a definite sequence. 
Without slighting the mechanical process of reading, its 
aim will be to give the child a knowledge of the master- 
pieces, of the author’s relative place in literature, and 
something of the history of the time in which he lived. 
Children should be graduated from our schools not only with 
« knowledge of how to read, but with an outline of what to 
read, so that their education may continue by means of the 
greatest single educational medium for adults, good books. 
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In this connection, I desire to express my appreciation of 
the efforts of the officials of The Bancroft Memorial Library, 
to aid in every possible way tbe work of the schools. 


The absence of a junior class at the high school, and the 
necessity of separating the eighth and ninth grades at the 
Dutcher street building, owing to numbers, led to the placing 
of the ninth grade in the high school building, under high 
school instructors. This should produce good results educa- 
tionally, as it will tend to lessen the break between the high 
and grammar sehools, which departmental teaching and one 
session make inevitable. 


The high school suffered serious loss last year in losing 
both Mr. H. W. B. Arnold, the principal, and Miss Seabury, 
the assistant. They went to larger felds and greater opportu- 
nities elsewhere. 


Miss Holmes, teacher of the first grade, resigned to accept * 
a position at Milton, Mass. 


A perusal of the table to be found on Page 19 shows these 
facts :—

One of the most gratifying features of the table is the in- 
crease in the number of visitors, the record showing nearly 
twice as many as there were children registered. This indi- 
cates not only a very desirable public interest in the schools, 
but shows that there is co-operation between the home and the 
school. The necessity for and value of such co-operation is 
obvious. 


A much less gratifying feature of the table is an increase 
of 124 in the number of tardy marks. The remedy for this 
would seem to be jointly between teachers and parents. 
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In closing, I desire to express my sincere thanks to the 
committee and townspeople for hearty support and aid in the 
work of the schools, and to especially thank the teachers for 
their loyal and hearty co-operation.

REPORT OF THE DRAWING TEACHER. 


What I want to do is to put before you a cause for which to strive. 
That cause is the democracy of art, the ennobling of daily and common 
work, which will one day put hope and pleasure in the place of fear 
and pain as the forces which move men to labor and keep the world 
a-going.—[ William Morris. 


The work of the year shows that the pupils have gained 
in the ability to see, and in power of execution. In each grade 
the per cent of good drawings from each lesson is much great- 
er than formerly. A great improvement in the arrangement 
of the daily school work shows that lessons in good spacing 
and design have not been given in vain. A pupil is not satis- 
fied with having the subject matter of a written paper correct, 
but he takes pride in arranging that written material in a 
beautiful manner. Thus the pupils are lead to choose the 
best, and give their best, which develops the love of the beau- 
tiful. 


Each room has been visited once each week and a lesson 
given. Teachers’ meetings are held each month, and the work 
of the following month explained. At the high school thirty-five 
minutes each week is given to the ninth grade, seventy min- 
utes to grades ten and thirteen, thirty minutes to grade eleven. 
The general plan of the work is as follows:— 


Grades I-[X.—Nature study, animal and pose drawing, 
mechanical drawing, color study, design and simple composi- 
tion, including picture study. The mediums used are char- 
coal, water colors, colored chalk, brush and ink, and pencils. 

High School.—Free hand drawing (charcoal, water col- 
ors); mechanical drawing (geometrical problems, building con- 
struction, projection, machine drawing); design, simple com- 
position and picture study. 

I wish to thank the committee and superintendent for 
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their generous support. It is also a pleasure to acknowledge 
the faithful, earnest work of the teachers, thus enabling us to 
accomplish much that is good.

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REPORT OF THE TEACHER OF SINGING. 


Mr. H. F. Tartor, Superintendent of Schools. 
Dear Sir :— 


Music occupies a distinctive place in education, and is 
recognized as a necessary part of the school curriculum from 
the kindergarten through the high school. 

Its chief value to the child lies in the fact that it opens 
to him another avenue of expression, revealing to himself - 
and to others new possibilities. 

There have been no changes of importance in the study 
of music during the past year, neither in books and charts 
used, nor in the method of instruction, yet I find the classes 
read more readily, and sing with a better, more musical 
movement. 

The secret of success in muisc, as in other branches of 
study, lies in the preparatory work. Only by careful, indi- 
vidual instruction in the lower grades can we secure satis- 
factory results in the grammar school. 

We cannot put too much stress upon the importance of 
individual work, quality of tone, and sight-reading, which 
embodies not only a perception of intervals, but a decided 
sense of rhythm. 

In the high school, this branch has been under the able 
direction of Miss Norman, one of the assistant teachers, and 
the interest and faithful work of the pupils are very gratify- 
ing. 

If time would permit it would be profitable to take up 
cantatas and music of a similar nature, as is being done with 
success by so many high schools. 

Ruskin says, “Work is well done when it is done with 
a will,” and this can certainly be said of music in the Hope- 
dale High. 
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We appreciate the cordial support and kindly interest of 
the superintendent and grade teachers, and fully realize 
that any advance we have been able to make is largely due 
to their increasing ability to teach the subjects we have en- 
deavored to present.

BRIEF EXTRACTS FRO’ EDUCATIONAL 
LAWS. 


1. All children between 7 and 14, unless sick, feeble- 
minded, at an approved private school, or otherwise instructed 
in branches required by law, to the satisfaction of the School 
Committee, must attend the public school during the entire 
time of each school year. Penalty to parent or guardian for 
failure in attendance for five days’ sessions within any period 
of six months, $20. 

2. No child under 14 shall be employed “in any factory, 
workshop, or mercantile establishment.” ‘No such child shall 
be employed in any work performed for wages or other com- 
pensation” during the hours when the public school is in ses- 
sion nor before six o’clock in the morning, nor after seven in 
the evening. | 

3. No child under 16 shall be employed in any factory, 
workshop or mercantile establishment without a certificate 
from the Superintendent of Schools. He must present an em- 
ployment ticket from the person who wishes to employ him, 
on applying for a certificate. The father, if living and a resi- 
dent, must sign the certificate of age; if not, the mother; if 
neither, the guardian. 

4. Children between 14 and 16 must either attend school 
or be regularly employed. — ais 

5. Children must be vaccinated before attending school, 
but a certificate from a regular physician, saying a child is an 
unfit subject for vaccination, allows attendance. 

No child can attend school from a household in which 
there is a case of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles, 
or from a household exposed to a contagion from a household 
as aforesaid... Two weeks after the death, removal or recovery 
of the patient in a case of the first three mentioned, or three 
days after in a ease of measles, the child may return on pre- 
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sentation of a certificate from the attending physican or from 
the board of health. 

6. “The last regular session prior to Memorial Day, or a 
portion thereof, shall be devoted to exercises of a patriotic na- 
ture.” 

7. A United States flag not less than four feet in length 
shall be displayed on the schoolhouse grounds or building 
every school day, when the weather will permit, and on the 
inside of the schoolhouse on other school days. 

8. <A written excuse stating cause of absence, and signed 
by parent or guardian, must be presented by the pupil on his 
return to school. 

9. “Every child under fourteen years of ago who persist- 
ently violates the reasonable regulations of the school which 
he attends, or otherwise persistently misbehaves therein, so as 
to render himself a fit subject for exclusion therefrom, upon 
complaint by a truant officer, and conviction thereof, may be 
committed, if a boy, at the discretion of the court, to a county 
truant school for a period not exceeding two years, or to the 
Lyman school for boys, and if a girl, to the state industrial 
school for girls.”

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Seventeenth Annual Report of the Trustees of 
The Bancroft Memorial Library. 


The trustees of The Bancroft Memorial Library respect- 
fully submit the seventeenth annual report. 

We are glad to announce that this year, 1902,has been 
most successful in the history of the library. We have had 
the largest circulation, 18,187 volumes, the record month, Oc- 
tober, when 1811 books were taken out. Our record of fiction 
has decreased to a little less than 71 per cent, and in October 
1042 persons used the reading and reference rooms. 

The library has been in its new home three years, and 
the gain in circulation is most gratifying; the circulation the 
last year in the old library was 11,726; this year it has 
been 18,187, a gain of 6461 volumes. We feel the non-fiction 
card is no longer an experiment; 3063 books were taken on 
this card during the year, 855 more than in 1901. 

Our library contained 6840 volumes December, 1902. 
This does not include about 3000 government books in the room 
down stairs, which we call the government room, and these 
books are also for circulation. 

In purchasing books during the year special attention 
has been given to improving the department of travel. This 
special work will be continued the next year, as the large cir- 
culation of books of travel warrants us in feeling there is a 
public demand for this line of reading. Of the whole number 
of books added about a third have been fiction, and an effort 
has been made to put in the good popular works as well as to 
add to our already large list of standard novels. 

We are very fortunate in being able to retain the services 
of Miss Sornborger, our librarian. She is desirous of aiding 
in every possible way all patrons who wish assistance, and if 
the desired books are not in our own library, she can borrow 
them from Boston or Worcester for any person willing to pay 
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express charges. She has placed upon the charging desk 
good books, not fiction, to call attention to many instructive, 
entertaining and valuable works that might otherwise escape 
attention. This work is to be supplemented by the bulletin 
board next year. We ask you to look at this for a notice of 
new books, of important articles in magazines, and of import- 
ant current events. 

The work on the card catalogue continues, and in addi- 
tion to cataloguing the new books, the subjects of Sociology, 
Philology, and Fine Arts have been completed, leaving only 
Religion, Travel and Useful Arts incomplete, all of which 
will probably be finished in 1903. 

In July, 1901, our library joined the Library Art Club; 
from it we have had this year nine exhibits: Boston and 
Maine views; Florence ; Perugia; Hawaii; Munich ;Local views; 
Rio Grande Railroad ; Orvieto; Venice. Some of these exhibits 
were very fine, all of a good deal of merit and interest, and it 
seems well worth our while to continue our membership 
in the club. : 

For books, magazines and papers presented during the 
year, we call your attention to the report of the librarian, but 
we wish to call special attention to gifts from our own citizens. 
Miss Dutcher, who makes an annual gift to the library, this 
year gave a beautiful and attractive book, “In and around the 
Grand Canyon.” Since the start of the work Mr. Dutcher has 
given us “American Architect and Building News,” finely 
bound, and as usual gave us the four volumes this year. He 
also gave us the “History of the Republican Party” in two 
volumes, “Black Phalanx,’ “Door and Window Grilles in 
Bronze and Iron” and “Renaissance Doorways,” the last two 
beautifully illustrated editions. Thirty-six volumes have been 
purchased with the money given by Gen. Draper, thus adding 
much to the efficacy of our library in the mechanical depart- 
ment. With the Bancroft Fund we have purchased a new 
and attractive set of the works of Charles Dickens; our own 
was badly worn and had been rebound, and while we 
shall continue to use the old one, we are glad to put upon the 
shelves the finest trade edition of Charles Dickens that is pub-

lished. Our unique gift of the year is from Mr. Eben S. 
Draper, and is the first copy of “The Mammoth,” a four-page 
paper, 4 in. by 6 in. in size, published in 1845 by Adin Augus- 
tus Ballou, son of Rev. Adin Ballou, and so framed that the 
four pages can be read. 

_ Finally, we wish to thank the public for the unfailing 
courtesy and consideration which is everywhere manifest ; by 
these we feel the beauties of the surroundings are appreciated, 
and the increase in circulation shows the appreciation of the 
reading public, a most gratifying fact to the trustees of The 
Bancroft Memorial Library.
